A few miles south, more kids are 
gathered by their radios. They just 
heard that Tewksbury kids will get 
the day off, and they're listening 
for the magic word “Wilmington.” 
If the announcer speaks the lucky 
word, the day will be filled with 
snowmen and sledding. 

But how is the decision reached to 
call of school, and how is the word 
spread? 

In Tewksbury. the decision to call 
off the school day rests exclusively 
with School Superintendent Dr. 
Christine McGrath. who lives near 
Gloucester. Wilmington's decision 
comes from School Superintendent 
Dr. Geraldine O'Donnell. from her 
home near Boston 

Both superintendents sometimes 
get fo take the decision the night 
before. but only if the storm is 
intense and is forecast to last into 
the morning 

More frequently. however. the 
two superintendents must make the 
decision that morning. 

And their day 
the dark. with a telephone and a cup 
of coffee. 

Both McGrath and O'Donnell get 
on the phone early, around 4 a.m. 
The first calls are made to the local 
police and the town DPW. "How 
are the roads?" they'll ask. and the 
status of the school parking lots will 
be questioned as well.

Dr. McGrath phones the school 
superintendents in Billerica.

Calls must be placed to the cafe- 
teria managers, the bus company, 
the out-of-district ial education 
facilities. the custodial staff. and the 
DPW and police to let them know 
the schools will be closed. or that 
the opening will be delayed. 

Keep in mind, all of this is done 
long before the youngsters turn on 
the radio in the morning. 

Getting the word to the radio and 
TV stations is a challenge in its own 
tight. There is no central clearing 
point for school closures. so each 
station must be called individually. 
The top school officials on each of 
the two towns’ telephone networks 
are tasked with calling one or more 
stations. 

Several broadeasters still rely on 
operators, while others now use 
automated answering machines to 
speed up the process.

“It's very sophisticated," said Dr. 
McGrath of the new system. In the 
past. she notes. it was common to 


automatic answering machine when 
calling Channel 7, for instance. The 
recorded message asks her o type 
in the 4-digit school system code 
number over the phone. then type 
in her 8-digit verification number, 
to prove that she is the individual 
authorized to call off school for the 
Town of Tewksbury. 

The security system keeps school 
from being called off by.someone 
who is not authorized to do so. The 
security codes are provided by the 
Stations, and they are changed at the 
start of each school year, she said. 

Once past the security system, Dr. 
McGrath she must pick one of 
25 options offered by Channel 7. 
Option #1 is the easiest: All schools 
are closed for the day. 

But in last week's snowstorm, on 
January 3, Dr. McGrath ran into a 
problem. Of the 25 options offered 
by the answering machine, none of 


them allowed her to delay school by 
_ 90 minutes. with no morning kind- 
ergarien and no preschool. Option, 
#14 came closest. with 2.90 minute: 
uciay and no kindergarten, but the: 
parents Of preschoolers were left to, 
guess if there would be preschool 
that day. Since there is no operator 
to talk to, there is no way to alert 
the stations to. the problem.” All, 
those numbers typed in, and still the 


message is normale aoe mie : 
"It's like typing i Cagis, 
Address over the phone.” 

said, just to get the message out. 

Four times so far this season, the’ 
schools in both towns were closed 
due to winter storms, along with 
several “delayed openings." 

On all four days. not counting all 
the decisions to hold school in spite 
of storms and doubtful conditions; 
the school superintendents from 
Tewksbury and Wilmington were 
on the phone long before dawn, 
calling the police and DPW, other, 
superintendents, radio stations, TV 
stations, bus companies, cafeteria 
workers, school officials, more 
school officials, the police again ... 

While all the kids had to do was to, 
sit by the radio and listen, with; 
fingers crossed.

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Incredible smoking hubbub

The state's anti-smoking forces are at it again, this time with 
Attorney General Scott Harshbarger and his $1 billion lawsuit 
against the tobacco industry leading the way. Actually. the suit is 
old news, having been filed last month. But in a weighty packet 
Harshbarger has sent to this newspaper (and presumably every 
other one in the commonwealth) he is. according to a cover letter 
penned by AG's office director of communications Edward 
Cafasso, "asking for [my] editorial support for this massive legal 
undertaking that has enormous potential financial and health care 
implications for the Commonwealth's taxpayers and children.” 
Here then is my editorial support. r 
But first. a few prefatory remarks. As an accomplished smoker, 
T just don't feel like I'm getting my 25 cents-per-pack tax ‘worth 
from the state. Oh sure, the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health's expensive ad campaign ts cute and all. The Doonesbury 
Mr, Butts spots are funny and charming and never fail to cause me 
to light up, and the union man cutting and pasting a picture of his 
pig-tailed daughter onto his pack of Marlboro's remains a 
tear-jerking, feel-good classic. but still | wonder, if it were 50 
cents a pop, maybe they could enlist Steven Spielberg to produce 
short films telling me that cigarettes are naughty and smelly and, 
alas, bad for me. On the flip side, the tobacco industry. for all the 
coinage I give them every year, seems to lack confidence in me as 
a knowledgeable consumer. Can't they just tell me they're selling 
me addictive poison and let me relax about it? I need to know. In 


short, I'm just not paying enough money to either side of this 2 


ridiculous "90s political debate to be called an idiot by both. 

Now the editorial. 

Smoking is very. very bad. It is addictive and kills lots of people 
every year. The tobacco industry should pay for this and should 
also stop picking on children and lying to everybody. 

There. I said it. Now, a little common sense. 

It seems ridiculous to go back and sue an entire industry for a 
century of supposed deceit and responsibility for the deaths of 
what Harshbargér claims is 10,000 people yearly in Massa- 
chusetts. [ mean first, prove it. We'll see what the courts 
eventually say, but if any crew of lawyers can prove that one 
person who died yesterday did so because of cigarettes it will be 
astounding. To put the blame on cigarettes for tens of thousands 
of deaths, and prove each instance, is just plain unfiltered fancy. 

The lawsuit is being billed as "a difficult fight against an 
extremely well-financed opponent that is adept at legal 
maneuvering and the manipulation of public opinion.” What is 
the government, then, with its fat, smoker-paid tax coffers. pro 
bono legal services and control of the public airways? I don't 
think the state is the underdog here, despite the billions the 
tobacco industry rakes in and pays out to wage its own end of the 
le. Nobody likes smoking, nobody thinks kids should smoke 
and nobody believes what the tobacco industry says. They 
certainly don't get any favors from the media, unlike the 
government - everytime a painfully obvious new study linking 
cigarette smoking to yellow fingernails comes out it’s front page 
news. 

So where does that leave us? Mired. in a politigal campaign 
waged by professional politicians looking for notoriety and bored 
conservative housewives searehing-for a’cause but unwilling to 
take up truly important issues like education and healthcare (it 
seems rather obtuse to assume that eliminating smoking will end 
sickness and death and thus end the need for healthcare). 

Fortunately, in Wilmington, we have most of the good fallout 


from the incredible smoking hubbub. Here, the tobocco control 
portion of the board of health, founded in 1993 with revenue 
from the aforementioned, voter-mandated cigarette tax, has done 
its best to educate the town’s children about the potential dangers 
of smoking while also making it more difficult for them to 
purchase cigarettes. 

The downside is that it doesn't seem to be working very well. 
While statistics on smoking in Wilmington are not available, teen 
smoking in the state and. nationwide is on the rise. But that» 
shouldn't be surprising - the more smoking is highlighted as bad 
and wrong, the more commercials there on MTV, the more kids 
become interested in. or at least curious about, the age-old 
rebellious activity of smoking. Still, state statistics on teen 
smoking can be misleading. For instance, the state shows a nearly 
20 percent increase in smoking by ninth graders, but smoking 
consists of having "used [cigarettes] at least once in the 30 days 
prior to the survey." Which doesn't.a smoker make. 

Hopefully, a good percentage of these kids are only curious and 
will get it out of their systems. Most will. The sad part is that 
even as the tobacco industry clings to the bogus assertion that 
cigarettes are not addictive, the state is not exactly helpful in 
supplying such information. The nature of nicotine addiction is 
exaggerated and misleading and many young people, after having 
smoked occasionally for as little as six months are convinced they 
are hooked on cigarettes and that that addiction is as powerful as if 
they were on heroin. | know J was and it was just not true. The 
fact is that addiction takes much longer to develop and many who 
could quit easily while still young mistakenly believe that the 
prospect is hopeless at worst, daunting at best. The truth is that 
most addiction is in the mind, and inflating the facts only fuels the 
brain to think it has been put in a position by the body that it 
cannot escape. 

Which doesn’t mean town officials should stop trying. As with 
anything. it is just a matter of presenting the facts and then taking 
the chances. Limiting ways youngsters can obtain cigarettes 
doesn't hurt either and in that regard, Wilmington is succeeding 
So much so. in fact. that one youth this past week walked into a 
Main Street retail establishment, took a pack of smokes and left $2 
on the counter, without saying a word. The plan is working. 
However. it still needs teeth. Monday. the board of health was 
scheduled to resume discussion on licensing cigarette retailers, a 
Proposikjownspeople should endorse. Currently, there are $300 
fines for merchants violating the ufderage sales law: but some 
might feel they can earn more in selling to teens year round and 
coughing up the three bills once of twice if they happen to get 
caught. If the board passes their plan, they would be able to hold 
hostage retailers’ ability to sell the products to anyone, and. 
despite what anyone might say. there is much more money to be 
made from setling tobacco products to the over 18 crowd than the 
under 

This space has been critical of Board of Health Chairman Dr. 
Jim Ficociello in the past for what was perceived as an 
overzealous approach to the issue of smoking in the town. But 
Ficociello has shown he can hear both sides of the issue and in the 
end he, the board and Public Health Director Gregory Erickson 
have been reasonable in dealing with the issue. The same cannot 
be said for everyone involved.

Backyard Birding 


by Hugh Wiberg 
‘(Editor's note: Hugh Wiberg, 
Jgardener, birder, and author, will 
write a monthly birding column for 
“the Town Crier, through May.

h one of the heaviest snow 
in the area since 1978. the 
are delighted to avail 

s of our generosity via 
,our backyard bird feeders. Here on 
Middlesex Avenue in North 
Wilmington, we have eight feeders 
ul. and between 7 and 11 a.m. (the 
birds’ busiest feeding time) the yard 
1i8 abuzz with non stop activity. A 
little later in this column I will list 
pour "regulars" to give you a better 
jidea of the winter birds which can 
jybe enticed to your yard with the 
right kinds of food. 
». First though, here are some 
{Suggestions which, hopefully, will 
ypelp you fo bring a variety of native 
, birds into your yard: 

1. Feeders, Contrary to popular 
belief, there are squirrel proof bird 
feeders available. They may cost a 
bit more, but they stand the test of 
time, and will the squirrels 
from eventually driving you insane.

» 2. Feed, There is a wide variety 
‘of bird seed available for us to 
Uchoose from. Over the years, I have 
narrowed down the choices in our 
yard to just four food items: oil 
‘suntlower seeds. thistle, suet, and 
id scraps. These four basics can 
‘attract up to 20 different species of 
birds to your yard. I stopped putting 
‘out the cheap "mixed" seed many 
years ago when I realized that (a) 
s We are irying to altract are 
ecially fond of the tiny milo 
.und millet seeds which constitute the 
«bulk of the mixed seed, and (b) the 
milo and millet seeds, which the 
‘birds discard to get at the sunflower 
seeds, attract squirrels and other 
+odents into the yard. The bread and 
cracker scraps we scatter on the 
ground will satisfy the ground 
feeders - thi pecies who are 
reluctant to perch on the feeders. 
Included in this group are 
mourning doves. juncgs, sparrows, 
cardinals and starlings. 
® The most important bird food is 
sunflower seed. Of the two types 
savailable. striped and oil, the 
awintering birds preter the oil seed 
iby about two to one. (The oil 
sunflower seed is the smaller of the 
ind is solid black without 
zy.)

woodpeckers. The two species we 
can expect to see in*our yards are 
the downy and the hairy. In every 
way except size the two types are 
identical. The hairy woodpecker is 
about hall again larger than the 
diminutive downy. Suet is the key 
with the woodpeckers - if you put 
some suet oul you will almost 
certainly attract woodpeckers 
within a few days. 

Rubber coated metal suet holders 
are inexpensive and can be found 
anywhere bird supplies are sold. I 
purchase beef suet at the local 
supermarket (DeMoulas) for .59 a 
pound and cut it into three to four 
inch chunks. It freezes nicely and 
will last indefinitely if kept frozen. 
In addition to woodpeckers, 
chickadees, nuthatches, titmice. 
bluejays and mockingbirds will 
occasionally dine on the  suct. 
Starlings. unfortunately, are very 
fond of suet also. 

To attract the finches which are 
common here in the northeast, you 
might consider putting up a thistle 
feeder. Although the finches will 
take sunflower seeds if no thistle is 
available. they are very partial to 
the tiny black thistle seeds. Be 
cautioned. though, thistle seed is 
expensive. running about a dollar a 
pound: Even in 20 and 50 pound 


-bags. the price will be in the .75 a 


pound range. 

I have one thistle feeder and there 
is a very healthy population of 
goldfinches in our yard every day. 
This winter. for whatever the 
reasons, house and purple finches 
have been almost non-existant, at 
least in our yard. Two. other finches 
which may show up here in 
Wilmington before the winter is 
over are pine siskins and red polls, 
which come south into New 
England: when the snow cover is 
very heavy in Canada. Last winter 
we watched a flock of 40 to 50 red 
polls enjoying the thistle and 
sunflower seed here on Middlesex 
Avenue. all through January and 
February. 

Bread scraps will keep the ground 
feeders happy. The juncos, 
mourning doves and sparrows, none 
of which like to feed above the 
ground, will find your bread 
quickly, as will the crows and 
starlings. If you can locate a day-old 
bread store, you can often buy a big 
bag of week old bread for very little 
money. I stop at the Arnold Outlet 
on Rt. 38 in Woburn (across from 


the fire station) once a week - 
Tuesdays and Thursdays are the best 
days - and spend all of 50 cents for a 
huge bag of bread. Usually there are 
as many as 12 to 15 loaves of bread 


of other bakery products. 

without a doubt the best ” “bang. for 
the buck” available. if you want to 
keep your ground feeders happy 

Here in North Wilmington we are 
seeing the following “regulars” in 
our back yard: goldfinches (40-50). 
morning doves (25-30). slate 
colored juncos (12-15), starlings 
(20-25), chickadees (6-8), white 
breasted nuthatches (3-4), tufted 

e (4-6). blue jays (5-7). 

h sparrows (8-10). crows 

redbreasted nuthatch (1), 
mocking bird (1), Carolina wren 
(1), downy woodpeckers (5-7). 
hairy woodpeckers (2-3) and 
cardinals (2). 

Occasionally you will observe that 
there are almost no birds to be seen 
in your yard and the question is 
asked - "Where have the birds 
gone?" One possible explanation of 

witnessed here in our yard. is 
the presence of a hawk in the area. 
Whenever there is a hawk around 
the birds will keep a very low 
profile. The numbers of Coopers 
and sharp shinned hawks. the native 
hawks who occasionally dine on the 
smaller birds. is up this year. 
according to all reports. We had a 
Coopers hawk in the neighborhood 
for several days in December. and 
the usual “regulars” were nowhere 
to be seen most of the time. Finally 
this predator disappeared and the 
backyard activity 
normal:

Every Monday - Corned Beef & Cabbage 


t Ice is ‘nice b but 
snow is a pain

Ice fishing is challenging enough, , 


but all thig snow makes things truly 
ridiculous. Not that snow will stop-~ 
us from ice. fishing, of course, but it 
makes things more difficult. 

A dusting of spow on the ice is a 
Godsend, But too much white stuff 
is’a royal pain. 

Slick, glare ice is perfect for ice 

- skaters, but it's a horror for anyone 
‘with a spine. Walking on glare ice 
sends my lower back into the ozone 
from all the slipping and sliding 
tequired to stay upright. A set of 
“ereepers" strapped onto the boots 
provide some traction on-glassy ice, 
but a light dusting of snow makes 
the sicel spikes unnecessary. = * 

But when there's two fect of snow 
On the pgnd, however, movement is 
even more difficult than walking on 
plare ice without spikes. 

Trudging across the lake, with an 
‘auger in one hand, a bait bucket in 
the other and your gear and coffee 
in a bag slung over your shoulder, 
fs no fun if you're slogging through 
snow up to your thighs. Talk about 
Heart Attack material! 

Following a snowmobile track is 
much easier, if the "sleds" have 
been by. Luckily, there are dozens 
of kids riding snowmol 
Lake Mascuppic. so th 
be covered with sled t 
for Sunday's derby on the Tyngs- 
boro lake. ‘That's provided thatthe 
kids can keep their sleds moving in 
this much snow, but I have no doubt 
the little hellions are roaring along. 

Possible solutions: Stick to the 
sled tracks, wear cross-country skis 
or snowshoes, or stay home. I'll bg 
On the snowmobile tracks, thanks. 

Another drawback to decp snow 
on the ice is keeping track of your 
fishing equipment. 

A standard tipup stands about a 
foot tall when set up for business. 
On normal ice, you look out over 
five sticks, watching for one to turn 
into a “dotted i" when a fish takes a 
bite and sets off the flag. 

But when there's more than a foot 
of snow, the sticks disappear. All 
you see is a snowfield, with no little 
sticks poking up. You can follow 
your own tracks to where the tipup 
Should be. then pray that you'll see 
the flag when it flies. But if you 
Wn't see the flag, you'll be out of 
line by the time you check on it. 

Even shovelling around the holes 
won't solve the problem. If you're 


sitting more than a few feet away, 
the Cleared circle still isn't visible. 


Solution: Keep | walking. all day? 

1 own two of the “Polar” model 
lipups. and I'm leaving them home 
“on Sunday. They lay flat on the ice. 
and the flag ona Polar flies barely a 
foot high when triggered. I'd never 
see that tipup until 1 stepped on it. 

And there's a third problem, but I 
haven't done enough research on it 
one yet, It's only theory so far. 

My theory is that heavy snow on 
top of the ice is deadly to fish. 

1 once ran across a problem while 
fishing on Peter's Pond in Dracut. 
Now, Peter's is a dark pond, caused 
by (I believe) an exposed peat bed 
somewhere under the surface. Did 
the tannic water make the problem 
worse? Possibly. There was thick 
snow on the ice that year, which I 
think was a bigger factor. 

Anyway, I had my bait set a few 
inches off the bottom, which is the 
norm for ice fishing. A half hour 
after setting out my tipups I did the 
rounds. and all of the bait was stone 
dead. So I put on fresh shiners, did 
another bait check after 10 minutes, 
and the same thing happened: five 
tipups with five doornails for bait. 

On a whim, I set one of my tipups 
very shallow, with the bait slightly 
below the ice. Boing! Flag up! I set 
my other four tipups at that depth, 
and boing, boing, boing! | didn't sit 
down the rest of thie day. 

I suspect that the oxygen level at 
the bottom of the pond was nil, due 
in part to the snow blocking off all 
the sunlight. The water just under 
the ice (I suspect) held oxygen, so 
all of the fish were clustered just 
under the surface. 

Will this heavy snow block off all 
sunlight. causing underwater plants 
to produce less oxygen? Possibly! 

Solution: Pray for the fish and set 
the tipups on zero depth. 

Oh, well. Thick snow layer? No 
biggic. I've been out ice fishing in 
rain, freezing rain, howling gales 
and fog. Snew? S'no problem!

Wakefield’s Kathleen Brennan 


She's Editor of “Maine Campus”

WAKEFIELD - In this age 
when most college students are 
studying to enter a financially 
lucrative career, it’s not often 
that one decides to major in one 
that carries with it long hours, 
little pay, and more i 
than praise, but Wakefield native 
Kathleen Brennan is doing just 
that. 

Brennan is currently enrolled 
at the University of Maine in 
Orono, where she works as the 
editor of The Maine Campus, 
which has been the student 
newspaper for that school since 
1875. 

“I like it, but it’s stressful,” 
said Brennan. “I’ve never had a 
position like this before. It’s 
helped me deal with people bet- 


ter, becguse you can’t turn them 
away now, or send them some- 
where else. If they have a prob- 
lem with you or the paper, I’m 
the one they have to talk to.” 

As the editor of the paper 
(which is published three times 
a week), Brennan, 21, attends 
classes during the day, and then 
heads off to the paper’s offices. 
She checks with the city editors 
who assign the stories to 
reporters, to find out what will 
be appearing in upcoming 
issues. 

She then begins to decide 
what the layout of the next issue 
will look like, passes judgement 
on what the topic of the paper’s 
editorial will be and who will 
write it, and then begins the 
lengthy job of reading and edit- 


ing all the stories that will

appear in print, from straight 
news to arts and sports stories. 

With each issue ranging from 
16 to 24, pages, how does she find 
the time to hit the books? 
According to her, it isn’t easy. 

“As it is now, my schoolwork 
has to come second,” said 
Brennan. I still do well, but I 
had to make a conscious deci- 
sion when I took the job that the 
classwork would come second. 
That just comes with the job. 
My last editor told me that, and 
I knew what it would be like 
before I took the position this 
year.” 

Academically she has proven 
that it is possible to have your 
cake and eat it to, by gaining 
valuable experience in the 
newswriting profession and 
maintaining a 3.2 GPA (as of 


last June). She has also 
received a Presidential Pin from 
UMaine for maintaining a 3.67 
GPA for the 1994 school year, 
and is a member of the Society 
of Professional Journalists and 
National Honor Society. 

Brennan put in a lot of hours 
at the paper’s offices over the 
past three years, starting out as 
a staff writer in September, 1994, 
and eventually working her way 
up to the position of Assistant 
City Editor, and then City Editor 
in January of 1995.

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How can | protect my home from 
pipes bursting in this cold weather? 


The answer is to leave the 
faucets turned on to trickle 
strength when your water is 
shut off for any reason, or when 
the weather is freezing so the 
sudden surge doesn’t burst 
pipes. 

Homes in nearly every part 
of the country are susceptible to 
frozen pipes. Even an eighth- 
inch crack can pour out 250 gal- 
lons of water a day, reports 
Dean Fiesner, vice president for 
State Farm Fire and Casualty 
Company, the nation’s largest 
home insurer. 

Fortunately, there are some 
easy ways to make sure frozen 
pipes do not become unwelcome 
visitors to your home. Here are 
a few tips: 

Before cold weather hits: 

Insulate pipes most suscepti- 
ble to freezing. Typically, there 
are near outer walls, in crawl 
spaces and in the attic. 

*Seal any leaks that let cold 
air inside near where pipes are. 

Disconnect all garden hoses. 
If there’s an indoor valve, shut 
off and drain the water supply 
to outdoor faucets. 

Make sure all family mem- 
bers know the location of the 
home’s water shut-off valve. If a 
pipe bursts, shutting off the 
water promptly can help mini- 
mize damage. 

If bitter cold is expected: 

¢Open cabinet doors under 
sinks on outside walls to let in 
warm air. 

eLet hot and cold water 
faucets trickle i 

elf no one will be home for 
several days, set the heat no 
lower than 55 degrees. Have 
someone check the home daily 
to make sure the heat is on. 

In addition, when the forecast 
is for freezing weather, beam a 
small lamp or heater at exposed 
pipes. If you have uninsulated 
pipes, wrap them with newspa- 


per, foam or tape to proviae 
additional insulation. Open 
doors in cabinets and unheated 
rooms so that warm air can 
reach pipes located in these 
areas. 

Another way many builders 
and homeowners are avoiding 
the problem of frozen pipes is by 
turning to materials that are 
less susceptible to bursting. 
Polybutelene pipe offers an 
excellent alternative to rigid 
metal pipes that can rupture 
when frozen water expands. PB 
pipe is more tolerant to freezing 
damage because of its elasticity. 
When frozen water expands, the 
polybutelene expands with it, 
returning to its normal shape 
when the frozen water thaws. 
Polybutelene also offers more 
insulation from the cold than 
metal pipes. 

Laboratory tests sponsored 
by the State of Wisconsin. con- 
firmed the ability of PB pipe to 
withstand repeated exposure to 
freezing temperatures. When 
exposed to five freeze/thaw 
cycles during a laboratory test, 
none of the PB pipes cracked or 
leaked. Metal pipe in the test 
failed within two freeze/thaw 


PB has gained widespread 
acceptance since it was first 
introduced 25 years ago. It is 
rugged but much easier to 
install than rigid metal pipe, 
making it ideal for new con- 
struction or remodeling. PB is 
also friendly to the environ- 
ment, eliminating the use of 
lead solder and is even available 


in specially designed systems 


that help conserve water. 


If your metal pipes do freeze, 
remember to thaw them very 
carefully. It is necessary to turn 
off the main water supply before 
attempting to thaw the pipes 
and waterproof the area where 
you will be working in case the 


pipe does burst or leak. 


If your pipes freeze: 
Don’t try to thaw a pipe with 


ventive action, you can often 
avert thousands of gallons of 
water from spilling on your 
floors and walls, furniture and 
appliances. ‘ 


Whole house 
audit 


The best way to make sure 
that your plumbing, heating and 
cooling systems are performing 
as they should is to start at the 
bottom and work your way up. 
Your whole-house audit should 
start early in the spring, begin 
in the basement and include the 
following: 

eSump pumps do not need 
much maintenance but you 
should keep the sump pit debris- 
free by scooping out the sedi- 
ment at the bottom of. the 30- 
inch deep pit. . 

Air conditioners: This sys- 
tem works best when checked 
by a professional before each 
cooling season. Trim away 
any shrubbery that might have 
grown too close to the outdoor 
unit. Wash down the outdoor coil 
with a garden hose to remove 
any accumulated debris. Change 
the filter. 

Since it’s more cost efficient 
to have a professional check 
both the hating and cooling sys- 
tem at the same time, now’s the 
time to give your heating system 
a check. 

eFurnaces or Boilers: 
Although it’s the largest energy 
user in the home, most people 
don’t think about their furnace 
or boiler unless it stops running. 
A good rule of thumb is to con-
